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THE DESTINY OF FRANCE 

Gulielmo Ferrero, the Italian 
historian, forsees France as the 
leading nation of Europe after 
‘the war. Already the French re- 
public has demonstrated that as 
a government and a people it has 
at least successfully defended it- 
self, whatever is to be the extent 
or limitation of the victory which 
Frenchmen are confident of win- 
ning. 

The French have at least re- 
gained the respect of Europe. 
They have shown themselves vir- 
ile; their soldiers today are what 
they were under Napoleon, under 
Louis XIV; their people are en- 
titled to style themselves again 
“‘La Grande Nation’’ and these 
things, whether their armies drive 
to the Rhine or get further than 
the Vosges and the Moselle, 
whether Alsace-Lorraine be re- 
deemed or the present Boundaries 
alone be cleared. 

As a latin, Ferrera rejoices 
in the vindication of Latin civil- 
ization, of which France is the 
chief exponent and Paris is the 
capital. And who that knows 
anything of the development of 
culture, denies to Latin civiliza- 
tion what undoubtedly are its 
achievements? The achievements 
are historic. The whole Eur- 
opean civilization came from the 
Mediterranean. 

The Roman empire explains 
Europe and America, and France, 
for centuries as the custodian of 
Roman tradition, radiated civili- 
zation throughout the semi-bar- 
barous northwestern Europe. 

Furthermore, to us Americans, 
at least, in this modern time, 
France has signified democracy— 
the liberty, and equality of men. 
Even the eagles of imperial Na- 
poleon carried destruction to 
feudalism, and the very reaction 
against his military tyranny evok 
ed the — self-consciousness of 
peoples. France facing the great 
absolutisms of Europe with their 
efficiency and unity, has proved 
up to the hilt the work of domoc- 
racy, its power to protect itself, 
to organize, to conquer. 

We who have lived since the 
Franco-Prussian war in 1871, have 
naturally undervalued the French 
as indeed, they have undervalued 
themselves. We have insensibly 
discounted their enormous weight 
in history. All of us have fancied 
that anyhow their work was done, 
that France was a glorious mem- 
ory mainly, that her vestiges were 
gradually wasting, that she was 
decadent. 

The historic precedent set by 
Rome in her fall obsesses the 
judgment. We cherish the theory 
that a period is set every nation, 
. and that because England is old, 
and France has had her defeats, 
therefore their end approaches. 
Except in the sense that time runs 
for every man, institution, the 
globe itself, there is small virtue 
in the argument. 

When the stress of war came, 
it was demonstrated that the 
Rritish people were far more 
nearly decadent than the French. 
But the English finally aroused 
themsélves from their torpor and 
for the past six months have been 
doing nobly. France has done 
nobly from the beginning.

They have 
been driven to organize theif in- 
dustries; their agricultural pro- 
duction, their transportation and 
distribution, instead of letting 
everything run itself hap-hazard. 
Order, system, regulation, fore- 
thonght have become the rule. 
And neutral nations are following 
their example. The United States 
feels the influence less than most 
others, but the tendency even here 
is plain and irresitible. 

This new, modern efficiency, 
which the belligerents find im- 
perative in order to wage war, 


future, is ‘‘made in Germany.’’|e4 
Though Germany may lose in a 
military sense, Germany as an 
orderly and efficient working or- 
ganization will have conquered 
the world. Everywhere govern- 
ment and industry, politics and 
economics, must work together 
and along new lines. Saas 

Thrift likewise is forced on the 
belligerent populations by hard 
necessity. Many neutrals profit- 
ing from abnormal war business 
have not yet felt its completion. 
But the pressure of high prices 
is beginning even here, in the 
most prosperous country in the 
world, to enforce the same discip- 
line that the French and Cer. 
mans have learned. And the les. 
son will no doubt continue with 
increasing force. 

The war is not confined to Eur. 
ope and Twenty or 
thirty the best. brains 
and bodies of civilization cannot 
be taken out of productive occu. 
pations and devoted to destroy- 
ing what the remaining produce. 
ers create without making a vast 
deficit of wealth. And that de- 
ficit sooner or later ig inevitably 
passed around until the world 
shares it. Almost every one of 
us will be paying, for many years 
to come, our share of the cost.
